T he r e are no su ch ambitiou s stru c­ 
tu res in Vienna as in many p laces 
no 
six , sev en, ten, twelv e-story bu ildings 
su ch as y ou see in some Eu rop ean and 
sev eral American cities, for there is a 
law in \ ienna that no bu siness or lv si- 
dence block shall rise higher than fou r 
stories. They got arou nd this by cou nt­ 
ing from the first floor, which in most 
Eu rop ean hou ses is fou nd at the top of 
the first story , so what in a bu ilding 
y ou term the first story is no story at 
all, and hence the Vienna hou se mav 
hav e what y ou cou nt as liv e stories. As 
most of these are liberally sp aced be­ 
tween joints, they seem qu ite high 
enou gh, and with the mu ltitu de of p ro­ 
jections and ornamentations hav e a 
v ery elegant, ap p earance. 
All bu ild« rs 
seem to take great p ains in their work, 
and the resu lt is that Vienna has some 
of the most elegant streets in the world. 


T he r e a re comp arativ ely few jewels 
stored in th e Treasu ry v au lts at 
W a s h ­ 
ington, and how these jewels came 
there no one can tell. 
Among the v al­ 
u ables is an old sword, with jeweled 
hilt and golden chain. 
No one can tell 
to whom it belonged, bu t it is a relic of 
th e Rev olu tion, and was p robably cap ­ 


tu red and giv en to the Gov ernment, 
bu t locked u p w ith the treasu res in­ 
stead of being sent to the mu seu m. 
There are two or three small bottles 
filled with p reciou s stones, bu t these 
are sealed u p , and no one knows their 
v alu e. 
They may be “stage jewels” for 
all the keep ers know. 
In the box 
where these trinkets arc kep t is a cu ri­ 
ou s old bottle containing attar of roses. 
It is v ariou sly claimed to be worth from 
$10(1 to 9 100,000. 
Often when the box 
is stru ck and jarred or mov ed, the 
sweet odor of the attar of roses p erme­ 
ates the v au lts and lingers abou t the 
cold corridors for day s. 
These, to­ 
gether with a few golden trinkets, make 
u p the jewels of the Treasu ry . 


D r. G e or ge J. A dam s , of Massachu ­ 
setts, claims that while in Lou isiana 
with his regiment du ring tho war three 
of the soldiers entered a dwelling on the 
Magnolia p lantation, 
twenty 
miles 
abov e New Orleans, and carried off 
9 30, CM HI in gold and silv er. 
B« *ing 
afraid to enter the city with so mu ch 
money , on reaching a p ecan grov e near 
Greenv ille they selected a tree, at the 
foot of w hich they bu ried the money 
and then took bearings, one of the 
p arty being a civ il engineer. 
Ea h of 
the three men was fu rnished with a 
cop y of this, and the marau ders re­ 
tu rned to New Orleans, intending to 
retu rn aft« *r the war and recov er tho 
money . 
His two 
comp anions 
were 
killed and Adams was 
desp erately 
wou nded soon after. 
Adams was taken 
to a Northern hosp ital and left 
it 
p araly zed and help less. 
When he re­ 
cov ered the u se of his limbs, only a 
month ago, he retu rned to New Or­ 
leans and u t once began to search for 
his treasu re. 
He fou nd to his dismay 
that all the older p ecan trees had been 
cu t down and only the y ou nger ones 
left, and was consequ ently u nable to 
recognize the tree u nder which the 
treasu re was bu ried. 
He dev oted him­ 
self, howev er, for three weeks to delv ­ 
ing for it. 
A few day s ago he took sev ­ 
eral other p arties in p artnership , who 
adv anced a better ou tfit for su rv ey ing 
land and digging for the money , bu t as 
lie has u nearthed no treasu re his p art­ 
ners had him arrested.

Mis. Frem ont’s table, a large, p lain 
affair, cov ered with green leather. The 
General dictates, and Mrs. Fremont 
writes down each w ord of the story as it 
falls from his lip s. 
The family grou p 
is, howev er, not y et comp lete. 
In the 
alcov e is p laced a ty p e-writer, and with 
it Miss Fremont transforms her mother’s 
manu scrip t into neat, legible 
p rint. 
Here they all work together, as hap p y 
as need be, all day long. 
The ru le of 
the hou se is to rise at 7, take a cu p of 
tea and a roll, and begin work at 8 , and 
continu e u ntil 12, w hen breakfast is 
taken. 
At I o'clock they resu me work 
and forge ahead u ntil 6, w hen the stop 
for the day and dinner is made. 
In the 
ev ening the cop y is sent ou t, and in the 
morning other p roof-sheets are receiv ed 
from the p rinter, 
Gen. Frem ont is 
now 74 \ ears old, bu t looks scarce six ty . 
His bair, short beard, ami mu stache 
ai*t> white, bu t his brown ey es are as 
clear and bright as stars, and his com­ 
p lex ion has the ru ddy , healthy glow of 
hap p y childhood. 
His height is me­ 
diu m and his slight figu re is comfortably 
rou nded.”

MEXICO’S WAR STRENGTH. 


A ble to K eep 1 5 0,IKK* Men lit tl» e Field. 
f.V. Y. HertUd,J 
When the American army occu p ied 
Mex ico it had only to deal with the 
thorou ghly u np op u lar, 
corru p t, and 
ty rannical Dictator, Gen. Antonio Lo­ 
p ez de Ha nta Ana. 
Ho v ery mu ch dis­ 
gu sted were tin? Mex icans with the 
ru inou s ru le of this desp ot that tho ma­ 
jority o f them looked u p on the inv ading 
Americans rather in the light of friends 
and deliv erers from 1 am dago than of 
national enemies. 
This condition is 
now changed altogether. 
Mex ico has 
fou ght her way to a Federal Constitu ­ 
tion. 
Hhe defeated tho French inv ad­ 
ing army of abou t 48 ,000 men. 
Hhe 
sp eedily p u t d >wn the monarchical con­ 
sp iracy to establish an emp ire within 
her borders, and lias su cceeded won­ 
derfu lly du ring the last ten or fifteen 
y ear» in consolidating her p olitical in­ 
stitu tions, and in organizing a most 
efficient, well-equ ip p ed army . 
Mex ico contains at the p resent time 
a p op u lation of ov er elev en millions. 
It is tru e that sev en-tenths of this p op ­ 
u lation are comp osed of docile Indians, 
or half-breeds, bu t it mu st not be for­ 
gotten t l i f this same class of p eop le 
fu rnishes most ex cellent fighting ma­ 
terial. 
They can liv e on the smell of 
an oil rag, march almost incredible dis­ 
tances, su ffer all sorts of hardship s u n­ 
comp lainingly , and are. as a general 
ru le, fearless of death. 
If 
Mex ico 
cou ld ap p ly to her p eop le the same 
p rincip les of military organization that 
are ap p lied in Germany , France, and 
some other Eu rop ean nations, she cou ld 
p lace in line an army of not less than 
450.000 tight ing nu n. 
The 
financial 
resou rces of the cou ntry wou ld not, 
howev er, admit of the calling to arms 
of more than one-half of this nu mber at 
one time. 
T h u s, while the resisting 
p ower of Mex ico might be set down at 
abou t 500,000 men, to be emp loy ed su c­ 
cessiv ely , as occasion might requ ire, she 
cou ld hardly by her greatest effort 
p lace in camp aign at one p eriod ov er 
250.000 soldiers. 
Du ring the wars with 
France and with Max imilian the Gov ­ 
ernment of Ju arez had u nder arms 97,- 
000 p oorly -equ ip p ed troop s; bu t this 
was at a p eriod w hen the old Chu rch 
p arty had at least 35,000 Mex ican men 
u nder arms in the serv ice of France and 
the Archdu ke Max imilian. 
This shows 
that ev en in those day s, when scarcity 
of arms, and not a lack of men, afforded 
an 
inadequ ate measu re of Mex ico’s 
fighting p ower, she had array ed u nder 
one or the other contending p arties an 
aggregate of 132,000 men. 
The army of Mex ico is organized in a 
method analogou s to that of France, It 
is in fou r div isions, each u nder the com­ 
mand of a General of Div ision, a rank 
that 
corresp onds to that of Major- 
General in the American serv ice, the 
highest grade that can be attained in 
the Mex ican army . 
Home of the best- 
known Generals of Div ision are Por- 
lirio Diaz, President of the Rep u blic; 
Mariano Escobedo, the eonqu erer of 
Max imilian; 
Ramon Corona, Felip e 
B.*B erriozabal, Hostenes Rocha, Pedro 
Hinojosa, the Minister of W ar; Manu el 
Gonzalez, ex -President; Geronimo Tre­ 
v ino, Jose Ju sto Alv arez, Ignacio An- 
tillon, and a dozen of others, more or 
less. 
Homo of these general officers, 
su ch u s Hosbu ies Rocha, Jose Ju sto Al­ 
v arez, and Ignacio Antillon, are gradu ­ 
ates of the Chap u ltep ec National Mili­ 
tary Academy , while the others attained 
their rank throu gh long-continu ed and 
distingu ished 
serv ices. 
Escobedo is 
now on the retired list, and Corona and 
Gonzalez are not on v ery cordial terms 
w ith the p resent Gov ernment. 
Porfirio 
Diaz is by far the most brilliant and 
su ccessfu l commander that his cou ntry 
can boast of. 
He is a rev olu tionist by 
p rofession and p redilection, and some­ 
what of a ty rant by natu re. 
Home of 
his op erations in and arou nd the city of 
Pu ebla du ring the lu st day s of Max imil­ 
ian's reign wa re of su ch a character, al­ 
thou gh on a smaller scale, as to entitle 
them to be comp ared witli those of 
Bonap arte’s first Italian camp aign. 


The Ohio a nd Michig a n Wa r. 
Stev ens T. Mason was Gov ernor of 
Michigan, and Josep h Vance was Gov ­ 
ernor <>f Ohio. 
In May , 18 35, a con­ 
v ention at Detroit formed a constitu tion 
by which Michigan claimed a strip of 
territory also claimed by Ohio. 
For a 
time conflict seemed inev itable, bu t in 
Ju ne, 18 33, Congress p assed an act 
admitting Michigan into the ITiion, on 
condition that sin« relinqu ished her 
claim 
to the disp u ted territory , in 
p lace of which the region known as “the 
u p p er p eninsu la” was giv en to her. 
These conditions wore rejected by one 
conv ention, bu t accep ted by another in 
December, 18 30, and in Janu ary , 18 30, 
Michigan was admitted into the Union. 
In this connection, the Bu reau makes 
the following ex tract from an address 
deliv ered by Ju dge Cooley , at the anni­ 
v ersary celebration at Lansing, Mich. 
“Had there been no op p osing inter­ 
ests, it is p robable that these p roceed­ 
ings, thou gh p lainly irregu lar, wou ld 
hav e been sanctioned by Congress and 
the State receiv ed into the u nion. 
Bu t 
a bou ndary controv ersy with Ohio, in­ 
v olv ing territory of which the chief 
v alu e centered in the rising town of 
Toledo, comp licated the situ ation, the 
military were called ou t to defend the 
resp ectiv e claims, and for a time the 
Toledo war raged. 
Bu t the war was in 
p ru dent- hands, and thou gh dru ms were 
heard, not a fu neral note brou ght sorrow 
to any hou sehold. 
Ohio had the ad­ 
v antage of p osition, for she w as already 
in the Union with v oting p ower, and 
President Jackson, who cou ld ap p reci­ 
ate this, dis-aliowed the 
claims of 
Michigan to Htate Gov ernment, and 
sent John H. Horner on as Secretary , 
to be acting Gov ernor and restore 
p eace. 
The Secretary on coming on 
fou nd no Gov ernment awaiting him, and 
p eo p le o nly rid icu led liis pretensio ns. 


There was thu s a Htate Gov ernment 
rep u diated at Washington and a Terri­ 
torial Gov ernment rejected at home, 
when Congress interv ened with the 
comp romise p rop osition, that Michigan, 
in ex change for the territory in disp u te, 
shou ld accep t the u p p er p eninsu la. 
The offer was emp hatically rejected; 
bu t an irregu lar conv ention of p eop le 
hav ing su bsequ ently v oted to accep t, 
the au thorities 
at Washington p re­ 
tended to be satisfied with this and de­ 
clared tho Stab* admitted to the Union 
with its p resent bou ndaries. 
It was a 
p iece of sharp p ractice, and p eop le p ro­ 
tested ; bu t, ev en while p rotesting, they 
acqu iesced, satisfied in their hearts that 
for all that was taken from them 
p rincely comp ensation was made. 
And 
thu s the Toledo war came to an end. 
One belligerent had won all it con­ 
tended for, and the other a great deal 
more; and Franklin’s ap horism that 
there nev er y et was a good war, p rov ed 
to admit of ex cep tion.”— To led o Bla d e.

Bast Indian Weap ons. 
Many of the weap ons of strange shap e 
and character to be fou nd in India de­ 
serv e sp ecial notice on accou nt of their 
ap p rop riateness to the district in which 
they hav e originated, their historical as­ 
sociations, or their indiv idu al p ecu liarity 
of shap e and qu ality . 
The ku kri, the 
national weap on of Nep al, is abou t nine­ 
teen inches in total length, with an u n­ 
gu arded hilt. 
Its blade, generally of 
bright steel, is incu rv ed heav y and 
widening toward the p oint. 
It has 
more the qu alities of a good hill hook 
than any thing else, and this, indeed, 
was its original fu nction, for the Gorkha 
requ ired it not only for lighting p u r­ 
p oses, bu t also to clear his way throu gh 
the ju ngles of the Terai. 
In his p rac­ 
ticed hands the ku kri is the handiest of 
tools and 
the 
most formidable of 
weap ons—how formidable those who 
hav e been in action with the Gorkha 
battalions in ou r serv ice can well testify . 
Like the ku kri of the Gorkha, the big 
knife of the Coorg mou ntaineer deriv ed 
its shap e from the daily necessities of 
life in dense ju ngles. 
The tremendou s 
monsoon rains which break on tho 
mou ntains of the west coast of India 
dev elop 
an 
ex traordinary lu x u riant 
v egetation in the district, and the in­ 
habitants fou nd the constant want of 
an imp lement to op en their way throu gh 
the thick u nderwood and clu mp s of 
bamboo. 
The Coorg knife, the ay da 
ku tti, is abou t tho same length as the 
ku kri, also with blade incu rv ed, bu t 
still wider and heav ier. • One of its 
most remarkable characteristics is that 
it has no slieath, bu t is carried, slu ng 
naked, across the liip s throu gh a slit in 
a metal belt. 
The belt is called a 
todnnga, and is made generally in either 
brass or silv er, of a solid p late behind, 
fastening in front with massiv e and 
handsome chains.

This wu cked fashion cau ses the destru c­ 
tion of millions of birds y early , and the 
su p p ly is fast ru nning ou t. 
This, how­

when scarcity enhances their p rice. 
The threatened destru ction of little 
birds, which are generally friends of 
man, as they are destroy ers of his in­ 
sect enemies, is a matter of seriou s im­ 
p ort to the farmer and gardener, and in 
fact, to the entire cou ntry . 
It is su g­ 
gested by a lawy er that when hu manity 
and reason fail to influ ence silly women,» 
wholesome fear of the law may p rov e 
effectiv e. 
Most States hav e game laws 
which strictly p rohibit, not only killing 
of small birds, bu t imp ose p enalties of 
fine and imp risonment on any p erson 
hav ing them in p oss ssion. 
Ladies 
Av « *aring fou r to six birds on their hats 
render themselv es liable to as many 
y ears’ 
serv ice in the State p rison, 
thou gh this p en dty mav be modified at 
the discredit n oi the Ju dge. 
Each bird 
worn constitu tes a distinct offence. The 
agricu ltu ral, horticu ltu ral, and religi­ 
ou s p ress has p iled v ariou s argu ments 
against this barbarou s fashion, bu t to 
no av ail, and it is time that more effec­ 
tiv e measu res be taken. As an old man 
said to the ru de boy he fou nd in his 
ap p le tree, “If neither words nor tu fts 
of grass will bring thee down, I mu st 
ev en try what v irtu e there is in stones.”

AN OLD-TIME DUEL 


Tho Meeting Betw een J anie* Watson W ebb 
and T. F. Maridmll. 
[Philadelphia Timcn.J 
“ Political differences 
are 
settled- 
easier nowaday s than they were a half 
century ag o,” said an old, gray -haired 
statesman. 
“ I remember distinctly ,” 
he continued, “ when J ames Watson 
Webb, one of the great editors of the 
olden time, lay wounded at tlio United 
States Hotel, on Chestnut street. 
He 
was shot in a duel within twenty -five 
m iles of the city by a Kentucky states­ 
man, Col. Thomas F. Marshall, son of 
Chief J ustice Marshall. 
That 
was 
fortv-four y ears ago this summer. 
The 
duel took place early in the morning in 
lonely field skirting the Delaware 
State line, below Marcus Hook. 
*To- 
siah Randall, 
ex -Speaker 
Randall’s 
ather, was one of the participants. An 
11 feeling had arisen from a congres­ 
sional debate on the 
repeal of the 
Bankruptcy bill of 18 41. 
About the 
same time ‘Monroe Edwards was con­ 
victed in New York of forging drafts to 
“ lie tune of $60,000 on bankers and oth­ 
ers in that metropolis. 
Among those 
who defended Edwards in court was 
Col. Tom Marshall. 
An editorial par­ 
agraph from the pen of Col. Webb, 
published in the New York C o urier 
a u d E nq uirer read as follows; 
‘W e 
learn that the Hon. 
T. 
F. Marshall, 
after wandering about tho country some 
thirty day s, lecturing on temperance 
and giving his ex perience as a devotee 
of the bottle, lias returned to defend 
the notorious Monroe Edwards. 
For 
liis forty day s’ absence he will draw 
from the Treasury $8 20 for making a 
mountebank of him self and devoting his 
time in advocating the claims of a noto­ 
rious scoundrel.’ 
In addressing the 
jurv, Marshall adverted to this attack, 
ami spoke in a meaning way of charges 
made against him and fellow-members 
iu receiving, by way of briderv, British 
coin to the music of $100,000 apiece. 
The defeat of his 
client and other 
grievances were too much for Southern 
blood, and the satisfaction then usually 
ex acted among 
g entlem en was de­ 
manded.” 
“ After some skirmishing a m eeting 
w as held in W ilmington and prelimina­ 
ries settled. 
The arrival of the parties 
becoming noised abroad, by a clear re­ 
course to stratagem 
they 
out-man­ 
euvered leg al vigilance. 
Dr. Carr and 
Dr. Gibson, son of Prof. 
Gibson, of 
this city , waited on the six -foot-two 
Kentuckian, while Major Morell, pro­ 
prietor of the 
C o urier, 
and 
Dr. 
Tucker, a Virginian, 
then residing 
here, did tho honors for Col. Webb. 
J osiah Randall was present us a friend 
of the editor. 
He was then, like Cob 
Webb, a staunch Whig. 
By day break 
ten paces were measured off and a stone 
placed at the ex trem ities of tho line. 
Major Morell tossed a coin for choice 
of position. 
Tho silver falling in the 
grass caused some controversy , but 
Marshall settled it by impatiently call­ 
ing out to his second; 
“ Give it to 
them, Doctor. 
I came here to have a 
shot at him, and I do not mean to be 
baffled by trifles. ” 
“ We ask y ou to 
give 
nothing ,” 
proudlv answered the Major. 
“ We ask 
but what is our rig ht.” 
Again the coin 
spun upwards and fortune was again 
with the New Yorker. 
The duelists 
and their friends were searched, ac­ 
cording 
to 
stipulation. 
“ Gentlem en 
are y ou ready ?” sang out the Major, as 
the sun was struggling into lig ht. 
“ I 
am,” said the Colonel. 
“ I am not,” 
put in Marshall, now the object of g en­ 
eral observation. 
With a searching, 
earnest look at Col. W ebb he flung off 
his coat and slowlv lifted liis hat and 
tossed it aside. ‘‘Sow, sir, 
The 
Major 
distinctly 
“ Fire—one, two, three.” 


I am ready .” 
commanded ; 
Tho sim ulta­ 
neous report made some believe at first 
that only one had fired. 
Both were 
wide of the mark. 
“ Another shot,” shouted 
raising his pistol.

Upon the surgeon reporting to Marshall 
that Colonel Webb was wounded below 
the knee, he thundered o u t; 
“ Hit in 
the k n ee! 
It is t h e 
lowest act of 
my life. 
W e must ex change another 
shot; that man lias injured me more 
than any being on earth. 
If lie can 
stand I ex pect and demand that we 
shall ex change fire again.” 
The by ­ 
standers interposing, the matter was 
left to the surgeon’s decision, who mado 
it understood that it was impossible, 
owing to the Colonel’s condition, 
to 
continue the matter at present. 
The 
irate Southerner thereupon shrugged 
his shoulders and observed; 
“ We iiave 
no further business here and may as well 
return to the hotel.” 
The wounded Colonel was laid up 
some time in the United States Hotel. 
He took it good-naturedly , and upon 
one occasion he facetiously remarked: 
“ I am confined to bed under Marshall 
law .” 
Under the statutes of the State 
of New Y’ork lie was tried and convicted, 
but eveeutive clemency being evoked, 
interposed in his behalf. 
Col. M ebb 
was appointed Minister to Brazil by 
President Lincoln, and while in that 
position he was credited with obtaining 
a settlem ent of the claims of the United 
States against that country , and of be­ 
ing instrumental, through his intimacy 
with Napoleon III., of having the French 
troops withdrawn from Mex ico.

and by a desperate struggle and great pnre 
enoe of mind succeeded in reaching a goo I 
tree; up this she climbed and with her little 
infant under her arms dun 4 to the 
tro ?

the long frightful hours of the 
night. 
Hundreds of other instances showing gr'a t 
presence of mind and heroism are 
reported. 
The relief boat L. Q. C. Lamar haa rendered 
great service toward saving 
survivors 
and 
recovering bodies, having made severel trips 
from Beaumont to the scene of the disaster. 
This boat also saved the crew of 
the M exican 
schooner Hercules, consisting of the captain, 
one passenger and a crew of thirteen 
men.

Chicago , O ct 16 .—The result of the order 
of the Knight* of Labor to Armour1* butcher* 
wa* that out of tho 1,000 men employed in 
the beef department not more than fifty 


GROUP OF STRIKERS. 
went to work Friday morning. 
Those who 
had not heard of the order went to the works 
in their working-clothe*, but on learning the 
action of the knights, they refused to work. 
Hundreds of men were at work in the pack­ 
ing houses, but they were all new men, num 
bering between 6 00 and 800. The packers 
say: 
“ We have lots of men and can get lot* 
more.” They eat and sleep in the houses, 
and will probably not see the sun unobscured 
from stock yards smoke for many a day. As 
one striker remarked: “ The outside air won’t 
agree with those fellows.” 
Armour & Co. continued to get new men 
into their packing-house all the morning. 
They came in from all directions and were 
hurried into the house. 
At noon it was esti­ 
mated that at least 1,200 new hands hadbeen 
engaged. 
Delegate Barry, of the Knights of Labor, 
had a conference in the afternoon with P. D. 
Armour and Samuel W. Allerton, represent­ 
ing the Packers’ association, and the stock 
yard troubles were generally discussed. 
A 
good deal of feeling was displayed by the 
two representative packers, and they plainly 
showed that a compromise was impossible. 
The delegate informed them that if there 
should be bloodshed on account of their de­ 
termination to stand out against the men, the

responsib ility would b e upon the packers. 
To this Mr. A rm our replied tha t loss of life 
cut no figure in this case, as it was in his 
opinion simply a question of right and jus­

A rm our got a telegram from Mr. Cudahy 
say ing that G ranville Saw y er had ordered 
out the last m an, and to this he said: “ That’s 
the last of the K nights of Lab or.” 
Delegate B arry wall shortly leave the city 
for his home in Detroit, and from there will 
go to Richmond to report the result of his 
mission to the K nights of Lab or convention 
for their action in the m atter.

that a b oy cott of Chicago b eef and pork will 
b e declared b y the knights. 
F riday night tho force of Pinkerton de­ 
tectives at the stock y ards was considerab ly 
increased, and detectives were also placed on 
guard at the residences of prom inent packers 
on Michigan avenue.

A Relic of the War Day s. 
An ugly war relic unex pectedly de­ 
v eloped in the saw-mill of the Paducali 
Lumber Company , at 
Daducah, Ky ., 
not long ago. 
In cutting a huge cy ­ 
press log, which was, culled from a raft 
of timber just out of the Tennessee 
Riv er, the saw grated upon some sub­ 
stance which threatened to demolish it 
before the machinery could be stopped, 
inv estigation found an eighteen-pound 
loaded bombshell embedded in the log, 
in which the sharp teeth of the saw* had 
traced a cut a third of an inch deep. 
Nothing outside the log indicated w here 
the shell bad entered, probably twenty - 
fiv e y ears ago, the bark remaining 
smooth and undisturbed. 
The letter­ 
ing and figuring on the leaden plug to 
the shell, through which the fuse past, 
are still as plain as ev er, and show' that 
the fuse was clipped to burst the bomb 
at 1,200 y ard s. 
It is probable that the 
historical battlefield of Shiloh furnished 
the projectile, as the trees throughout 
the Pittsburgh Landing and Shiloh

Simple ju ggling, su ch as one does 
with b alls, one cou ld do b lindfolded, 
so certain has the hand b ecome. 
The 
hand follows the ey e, b u t the hand is 
the more important of the two. 
Su p­ 
pose I hav e half a dozen kniv es in the 
air; I propel one so as to giv e it a half 
tu rn, another a tu rn, a third a tu rn and 
a half, a fou rth two tu rns, calcu lating 
the rev olu tions of each one as it falls 
throu gh the air. 
Su ppose one of them 
is falling horizontally , instead of v erti­ 
cally , then one gets ou t of the way and 
lets it fall to the grou nd. 
In teaching 
a b eginner one sets him to work with 
one b all and one hand—the left. 
It is 
like teaching a child to lead. 
He b e­ 
gins with the A, B, C; then forms a 
word. 
So it is with the ju ggler’s play ­ 
things. The left hand mu st b e as facile 
and as su re as the right. 
If y ou let 
y ou r pu pil b egin with tho right hand, 
it dou b les the difficu lty for the left 
hand. 
I make it a ru le alway s to u se 
for my tricks the ordinary articles of 
ev ery -day life. 
It is moro interesting 
to the pu b lic than elab orate apparatu s. 
They can go home and try for them­ 
selv es. 
I take a candle and a candlestick, or 
two candles and two candlesticks, or 
pu t an u mb rella and stick throu gh a 
nu m b er of aerial ev olu tions. 
I ev en 
u se a washing-tu b . 
It is often galling 
to the performer to know that the pu b ­ 
lic do not u nderstand the niceties and 
often the ex treme difficu lties of a trick. 
To giv o them a lesson one sometimes 
pu rposely b reaks down once or twice 
ju st at the critical moment. 
Then the 
third time the applau se is tremendou s. 
As a matter of fact, one is certain to 
slip now and then. 
It is a v ery differ­ 
ent thing performing in a room b y day ­ 
light and b efore the fiery glare of 
footlights. 
Perhaps my most difficu lt feat is the 
one I am doiu g ev ery night ju st now 
with a knife and fork and raw potato. 
Simplicity again, y ou see. 
W ith the 
knife 1 cu t the potato in two after 
keeping, it u p some time, and then 
catch the two halv es, one 011 the knife, 
the other on the fork. 
That, now, was 
su ggested to me one night at a su pper 
whore I was a gu est,

flo w Gen. Meade Exam ined the Co nfed­ 
erate Wo rk* to HI* H eart’s Co ntent. 
J uno 39—Sunday.—Pickets were firing o il 
night. 
To day has been bright and exceed­ 
ingly ho t. 
Sharpsho o ters and artillery at 
wo rk nil day. 
W e marched back to o ur 
o riginal po sitio n last night, but bro ught all 
o ur killed and wo unded. 
W e are no w in 
plain sight o f the city—Petersburg. 
At 9 
a. m. a battery o f mo rtars co mmenced shell­ 
ing the enemy, do ing go o d executio n. 
At 10 a. 111. an o rderly handed me a no te 
fro m Gen. Hanco ck, in which ho to ld me that 
Gen. Meade had o rdered him to charge the 
enemy’s wo rk in o ur fro nt immediately, and 
ho asked 1110 my o pinio n as to ho w many men 
it wo uld co st. 
I sent wo rd back that I 
tho ught it wo uld co st 20,000 men, and then it 
was do ubtful as to o ur being able to carry 
tho wo rks. 
Gen. Hanco ck sent my no te to 
Gen. Meade, who , after reading it, sent fo r 
me to co me to his headquarters at o nce. 
I 
went and explained to him the enemy’s 
po sitio n, but, ns I did no t wish him to depend 
entirely o n my o pinio n, I requested him to go 
with me*and see fo r himself. 
He co nsented, 
and I suggested that ho do ff his unifo rm co at 
and do n a plain blo use and hat. 
He did so , 
and after wo had ridden a few hundred 
yards I pro po sed to hitch o ur ho rses and go 
tho rest o f the way o n fo o t. 
I was deter­ 
mined that the general sho uld see just what 
was in fro nt o f us, and I knew he had to o 
much sense to driv e the men into a charge 
after he saw the enemy’s po sitio n. 
We no w co ntinued o ur way o n fo o t. There 
was a line o f o ld lo cust trees, abo ut ten o r fif­ 
teen feet apart, alo ng which a bo ard fence had 
been built and a hedge planted. 
The hedge 
was no t v ery thick, yet, with tho bo ard fence 
and the lo cust trees, it affo rded a pretty go al 
shelter fo r o ur fro nt lino o f skirmishers, who 
were abo ut 100 yards fro m the enemy’s lines. 
Leading do wn to this po sitio n was a little 
clump o f seco nd gro wth pines. Well, by sto o p­ 
ing lo w and walking o n o ur hands and knees 
fo r a few ro ds, the general and I reached the 
hedge. 
On reaching a little o pening in the 
hedge, the general to o k a lo w po sitio n and I 
handed him ray field glass,which, by the way, 


o ne, afwllie lay do wn and ex­ 
amined the enemy’s wo rks to his heart’s co n­ 
tent. When he had satisfied himself he handed 
me the glass and said, “ We’ll go back.” No t 
ano ther wo rd was spo ken until we reached 
o ur ho rses. 
When gallo ping back he simply 
made the remark, “ I had no idea they had so 
stro ng a po sitio n.” But when we reached 
headquarters he thanked me v ery kindly fo r 
my suggestio ns, etc., and I bade him go o d 
day and went back to the fro nt 
We did no t charge the enemy that day, and 
I am co nfident that tho usands o f liv es were 
sav ed by o ur no t do ing so . 
The field in fro nt 
o f the enemy was lev el and smo o th. 
Their 
stro ng fo rtificatio ns were cro wded with in 
fantry, and we co uld see the muzzles o f at 
least 200 pieces o f artillery, undo ubtedly 
do uble-sho tted, awaiting us. 
But we did no t 
please the relw by attending the picnic they 
had ev idently go tten up fo r o ur benefit— 
Gen. VF. W. Butterfield’s Diary in Kansas 
City J o urnal. 


W inding up Ike Owl. 
In o ne o f the Bo wery museums, in a wire 
cage, is a mo nster o wl, with eyes as big as 
fiv e do llar go ld pieces. A so lemn lo o king man 
wandered fro m the serpent’s den to tho o wl’s 
cage, and his eyes met tho se o f the captiv e 
bird. 
As he walked aro und the cage the big, 
flat eyes o f the o wl remained fixed upo n him. 
He kept o n, and, while the claws o f the bird 
clutched the ro d o n which it perched, the eyes 
neither winked no r wav ed. 
Three times he 
made the circuit o f the cage, keeping his eyes 
fixed o n tho se o f the o wl. 
Then halted, still 
eyeing the bird, and a perplexed lo o k came 
o v er his face. 
Again he started o n, with 
quicker step, and as o ften as he made the cir­ 
cuit o f the cage he clo sed o ne finger o f his 
o pen hand. 
After he had do ubled o v er sev en 
fingers an attendant in the museum came up 
and asked him what it was all abo ut. 
“ Go way,” said the man, witho ut taking 
his eye« fro m the o wl and he kept o n aro und 
till he had clo sed the o ther finger and bath 
thumbs. 
Then he halted, and, still keeping 
his eyes fixed o n tho se o f the o wl, he said: 
“ I’v o walked aro und that o wl ten times since 
I began co unting, and three o r fo ur times be­ 
fo re, and he hasn’t taken his eyes o ff me yet, 
no r let go the perch with his claws.
